6100, April 7 at 0527 VG signal with rap music, and hum, cut off at 
Q529* with no announcement, how rude. It’s listed as BBC Portuguese to 
Africa via Ascension at 0430-0530, 250 kW at 102 degrees. They really 


need to work on getting rid of the hum, something you would not expect 
from one of the world’s major SW transmitter sites on the air for many 
years and supposedly being upgraded.

BBC GENERATES CLEAN ELECTRICITY FOR ASCENSION ISLAND 


The BBC English Bay Wind Farm has started to generate clean 
electricity for Ascension Island. On Thursday 18 March the first of 
the wind turbines started generating electricity. Since then three 
more of the five wind turbines have been commissioned, and last one 
should be running soon. 


The wind turbines were made by Enercon in Germany who chartered a ship 
to send them to Ascension. Each turbine is 37m to the top of the 
tower with a 33m rotor diameter, making them 53.5m (176 ft) tall to 
the tip of the blades. The rotor spins at approximately 35rpm and 
always in a clockwise direction. The turbine automatically turns to 
face into the wind. The towers are steel and the blades are made of 
fibreglass. The wind turbines are the same model as on the Falklands . 


Each wind turbine can generate up to 330 kW (450 hp) when the wind 
speed is 30 mph (25 knots) or more. If the wind speed is lower than 
this the turbine will produce less power. The wind on Ascension is 
excellent for generating power as it is both strong and consistent; 
the wind also seems to be well correlated with the electrical load on 
Ascension - that is, the wind is strongest at peak times for 
electricity usage. The power from the wind farm goes directly into the 
island electricity system. 


Once finished the wind farm will be capable of generating up to 1650 
kW on a windy day although most of the time it will average about 900 
kw. Ascension Island uses between 1000 kW and 3000 kW depending on the 
time of day and the BBC transmitting schedule. This means that the 
wind farm will contribute a significant percentage of the islandis 
electricity and help to reduce the amount of diesel burnt. This is 
better for the environment as it means cleaner electricity, a lower 
carbon footprint, fewer diesel tankers and less reliance on fossil 
fuels (Source: The Islander) (April 6th, 2010 - 13:19 UTC, by Andy

OSU's media department have asked if the educational broadcasts 
that'll soon start can be delivered digitally.

and proposed DRM as the solution. 


OK, I know what you are saying; "How will the schools be able to 
afford the radios and what would they benefit from it anyway?". Well, 
the thing the schools lack is not money or facilities but rather 
infrastructure. There are PC's in the schools which can be utilised 
but without Internet access the teachers are stuck for research 
facilities, etc. 


OSU and the MinOfEd are planning to broadcast radio programmes 
containing all sorts of material that the schools will have to either 
listen to live, or tape for a later replay. What if that broadcast 
could be digital and as well as contain the original material could 
also contain course notes, etc. along with it? 


With this in mind, I've started designing a Direct Conversion receiver 
with a 10(ish) kHz output. I've chosen to use off the shelf crystal 
values so as to minimise the cost. The only issue with this approach 
is that the transmitter frequencies that will deliver the material are 
now limited to a small handful (about 30 or so). However, there are 
plenty in the tropical band and a few in the top of the MW band too. 


I'm also planning on adding USB sound interface so that one single 
cable will run to the PC rather than a few. As for the antenna, I'm 
giving some thought to a ferrite loop such as one would find in an AM 
radio. It should be good up to about 5 MHz. The addition of such an 
antenna would mean that ETOW could provide a single black-box solution 
for about US$30 or so. I'd be grateful for your input and ideas on 
this project. Thanks (Mark Phillips, April 1, drmna yg via WORLD OF

approval by the Communications Regulatory Commission (CRC), Vivacom 
said on its website on Wednesday. 


The new joint venture's main focus will be development of the digital 
network infrastructure of the company in order to position it asa 
competitive player on the digital broadcasting market in Bulgaria. 
NURTS will benefit from the additional financial support to develop 
innovative solutions for its digital TV infrastructure. 


"NURTS needs a financial injection that will help us implement our 
strategic investment programme associated with the introduction of 
digital television and radio broadcasting. This transaction will help 
us turn the company into a nationwide modern multiplex service 
provider," said Vivacom CEO Bernard Moscheni. 


According to the EU requirements all Member States must fully cease 
the analogue broadcasting signal by the end of 2012. Bulgaria is also 
committed to meet this deadline. In order to fulfil the criteria it is 
necessary to build infrastructure that makes transmission possible 
through the new technology. 


NURTS is the leading provider of radio and television broadcasting 
services through its unique network of over 800 strategically located 


sites covering nearly 100 per cent of the Bulgarian territory. Since 
2006 it has been developing in Sofia an experimental DVB-T multiplex 
for transmission of digital terrestrial television. So far, NURTS has 
been a division within the Vivacom group. After getting the necessary 
approvals by the CRC and Commission on Protection of Competition

ATTACKS) 


Once a month members of the Foreign Correspondents Club (FCCC) in 


Beijing & Taiwan connect via video link. Last night the discussion was 
around a series of recent attacks of journalists who had their e-mail 
hacked and forwarded to an unknown recipient. 


One of our members here in Taiwan confirmed that his e-mail account 
was accessed on March 16th. He managed to find the IP number, which 
was a China IP number. Even our own PCJ Media site had some unusual 
activity with someone using an IP number in China trying to access the 
webmaster page on February 22nd. After my IT guy changed the security 
settings it stopped and there have been no more unusual logs from 
strange IP addresses based in China. Below is the message sent to all 
FCCC members in China & Taiwan on March 31st. 


*““The FCCC has confirmed eight cases in recent weeks in which 
journalists based in China and Taiwan have had their Yahoo email 
accounts hacked, with several accounts disabled by Yahoo on March 25. 


In one instance, a Beijing-based journalist's account had an unknown 
forwarding address added, sending all the journalist’s messages to an 
unknown recipient. 


Yahoo has not answered the FCCC’s questions about the attacks, nor has 
it told individual e-mail users how the accounts were accessed. 
Password security and malware are ongoing concerns, but it’s unclear 
whether they are related to this case. 


We recommend that you take particular care with any information sent 
by e-mail, especially with any sensitive information sent via Yahoo 
accounts. Check your privacy and forwarding settings in all web-based 
mail (found in Yahoo under *‘mail options’*). Change your secure 
passwords frequently, but please remain aware that this mode of 
communication ultimately can’t be considered private. 


The FCCC reminds you that e-mail does not appear to be secure in 
China, and that alternate means of arranging interviews and conducting 
other sensitive business are often preferable.

Is quite clear, the ID just before time signal & carrier being dropped 
at 2300 is that of CNR's mobile phone service, link for it on at top 
of their web page: http://www.cnr.cn/2009images/zgsx/index. html 
(listen for yourself, snippet attached). 


Am curious, seeing how the modulation source can change on this 
carrier (because it is there to obscure SoH, anything will do), any 
chance folks presuming is the Inner Mongolian service if the 
instrumental feed isn't heard & is said to be the Inner Mongolian 
service because at some point in the past it had been reported as 
being this? I say that because if source does change & observers were 
really listening to it, then there should be the occasional report of 
something other than the Inner Mongolian service. Either I just 
happen to have listened to it at times they used another source (what 
are the odds?) or absolutely nobody else manages to listen to it when 
other than the two reported sources are being used (again, what are 
the odds on that?). 


Speaking of service names, CNR doesn't name them by numbers, which is 
how CNR is often reported. Where to find a reference to equate these 
numbered service names with what one would hear in transmissions of 
these services?

Hi Brett, I’m afraid our logs in North America of Chinese stations 
rely on a lot of listings and assumptions, as understanding Chinese 
even enough for an ID is a challenge for many of us. 


I am copying this to our top active monitor of Asia, Ron Howard who 
may have some comment on this. Of course we are unlikely to hear 7105 
at the time in question. 


The World Radio TV Handbook has China's networks numbered in that way. 
See page 150 of the 2010 edition. So does the Aoki frequency list: 
http://www. geocities.jp/binewsjp/bial0.txt 


Input such as this from your close vantage point is most welcome. 


I see you are ex-VR2BG --- does that mean you have moved away from HK, 
or had a problem with renewing your license? 73, (Glenn Hauser, ibid.) 


Okay, I think I see now where it comes from - there is a CNR page 
giving info on some of CNR's services & in it they've numbered the 
services, see: http://www.cnr.cn/2009images/plb/ 


However, it has duplicates - how to tell the difference between the 
first & the fifth services in the list? They are both services with 
names that translate into English as "CNR Voice of China". 


And those numbers, if you follow the link for schedule/frequency 
information on each one, you will see are also the numbers in the 
left-most column, which is clearly labeled in Chinese as "language". 
Although "short cuts" are common in Chinese, "language China one" or 
"language China twelve" indicate absolutely nothing to me nor my 
native-fluency/literacy-in-Chinese girlfriend as to which Chinese 
dialect those services are in. 


So it seems those numbers are more like the numbers one might use to 
index a list and this is how these numbers appear to be used by CNR 
itself. The services themselves I have yet to hear ID themselves using 
those numbers, as one would hear "BBC Radio 1" or "RTHK Radio 3". I 
have only heard them use names. My name is Brett Graham, but if I were 
a mainland Chinese radio service, I'd probably be called "Graham 1". 
Might as well call me Rhubarb 27. But don't call me Ralph. ;%) 


Of course, it could be that different sources are used for the 7105 
transmitter tasked with covering up SoH, but it does seem odd to me 
that absolutely everybody seems to be saying they hear "PBS Nei 


Menggu" when they tune in & for several days in a row, when I do the 
same, I hear the "CNR mobile phone" service ID instead. 


Unlike the SWL community, in MS [intruder monitoring service] (was my 
only interest in all this) what we log in theory the national amateur 
radio society of the source will take it up with their telecom 
authority, as we log use of amateur service allocations not in 
conformance with the ITU RR so that something can be done about them. 
You can imagine where we might get with that if what we say was heard 
is not at all what was actually there. The consequences for mis-IDing 
for us are significant - not so I think for the SWL community. 


Aoki's frequency list, when I work backwards towards root URL, I see 
mention of an A10 schedule. In it, I see even schedule info for SoH 
that SoH itself not give. I also see mention of "PBS Nei Menggu" on 
7105, with remark about BO8. Yet China not have any more broadcast 
scheduled through HFCC now in 7100-7200. 


I'm getting the impression that Aoki's schedule is built from current 
sources, carry-over of old sources and probably has some amount of it- 
looks-like-this-is-it-but-perhaps-not-based-on-any-source information. 
Nothing at all wrong with that - for the SWL community does the job - 
but if as I'm beginning to suspect the MS community says the same 
thing the SWL community is saying because it doesn't know any better, 
is not doing MS any good. 


> I see you are ex-VR2BG --- does that mean you have moved away from 
HK, or had a problem with renewing your license? 


No, I'm still in HK. The licence did lapse for a while and a few years 
back our TA seemed to be trying very hard to find a way to prevent me 
from renewing it but they not try those tricks again. I say ex-VR2BG 
now as home has become a concrete box in a stack of concrete boxes and 
I probably will never be radio-active here again as a result. 


I'm listening to 7105 on the PI4THT web SDR, neat way to get around 
the concrete box problem, as well as propagation.

The same has appeared previously on many other MW 
frequencies traced to Cuba, as some kind of transmitter defect, since 
there appears to be no reason to employ this technique for deliberate 
jamming. Indeed this looped to the southeast/northwest (Glenn Hauser, 
MPDX, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) Viz.: 


The Wobbler on 730 has been around, or should I say back, for at 
least a couple months, though how well it gets out no doubt varies. 


I have it very strong tonight with extreme excursions in frequency, 
which should be good for hearing beyond the "local" area. Tune USB 
729.5 kHz to hear it easier (W. Curt Deegan, Boca Raton, (southeast) 
Florida, USA, April 1, IRCA via DXLD) 


Another, less dramatic wobbler can be heard tonight on 650. I heard a 
Radio Progreso ID, and I believe they're the source of the wobbles 
(Barry McLarnon, VE3JF, Ottawa, ON, UT April 2, ibid.) 


Wobbler on 730 is in tonight, not very strong but clear. Thanks to 
Curt and Kevin for mentioning this. Am amazed that this nonsense still 
emanates from Cuba (Tom Jasinski, Shorewood, IL, ibid.) 


The 730 Wobbler, presumed R. Progreso Nueva Gerona IJ, sounds about as 
extreme as it was last night, here. Very easy to hear, even without 
off-tuning or using USB. 


The one on 650 is harder to hear and more intermittent. But these do 
strange things with propagation thrown into the mix. 


750 has a Wobbler, presumed R. Progreso Sancti Spiritus. An occasional 
Wobbler on 870, R. Reloj also Sancti Spiritus. Possibly 910 R. 
Metropolitana La Lisa CH, but very sporadic. 


A few other possibles were heard but not such that I could be 
certain, would require listening longer (W. Curt Deegan, Boca Raton, 
(southeast) Florida, USA, ibid.) 


[730 wobbler] Glenn, also noted in South Africa last week on our 
DXpedition to Seefontein. Rgds (Vince Stevens, MWC yg via DXLD) 


730, wobbler 0134-0137 April 1, 2010. Big wobble. 


1140, Radio Rebelde, unknown site 0134-0137 April 1, 2010. Parallel 
1180 (1620 with Rebelde FM as is the usual case in the evening from 
the 1620 transmitter on the western half of the island). (Terry L 
Krueger, Clearwater, Florida, USA, 27.55.83 N, 82.46.08 W, April 2, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


1140, Radio Cadena Habana, unknown western Cuba location, 1325-1340 
April 4, 2010. Today's audio relay is RadCadHab, and rocking out with 
Nirvana, male ID 1329 into news. 


5025, Radio Rebelde, 1018-1028 April 4, 2010. Several English female 
jazz vocals in a row (the same vocalist), unusual to hear that. 
Spanish female announcer at 1028, into Spanish jazz vocal. Must have 
been a program block. Parallel 670, 1180, 1620. Excellent. 


5040, RHC, 1036-1046 April 4, 2010. Nice, traditional son vocal with 

flute, only parallel found was 6140. Recheck 1046 with interval signal 
into jazz clarinet. Gone at 1101 re-check. Excellent (Terry L Krueger, 
Clearwater, Florida, USA. 27.55.83 N, 82.46.08 W, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


5040.00, R Habana Cuba, La Habana, 2330-1100*, Mar 24, New on 60 mb! 
Schedule seems to be: 2300 English, 0000 French, 0100 Creole, 0130 
French, 0200-1100 Spanish, except Esperanto 0700-0730 Su, ID: 
"...Sintonizan Radio Habana Cuba...", 54444. At 0025 observed with QRM 
from AIR Jeypore and from R Cultura do Para 5045 (DiAngelo, 
Bernardini, Bueschel in Dxplorer, Cody, Churchill and Ferguson in 
Dxplorer, Goonetilleke, Hauser, MEndez, Monferini in PLAY-DX, Padula, 
Petersen, Slaen and Wilkner, merged reports in DSWCI DX Window March

Did anyone axually hear 5040 in Esperanto at 0700 Sunday? I would 
expect it to be at 0000 Monday, ex-13790 like the French which it pre- 
empts (gh, DXLD) 


xx CUBA. 13680, RHC, La Habana in Spanish at 1300-1400 UT Apr 2nd, 
covered by IBB Radio Svoboda via VT-group Rampisham relay from 1359:45 
UT. Equal signal level then. \\ RHC Spanish on 13780 kHz underneath 
DWL German via VT-group Woofferton relay. Both RHC S=3-4. 


But different Cuban program, likely Radio Nacional de Venezuela, 
observed at same time on 15120[and BSKSA Bangla co-channel] and 
15360[S=7] kHz. Speech to the crowd transmission, on "...capitalism, 

. musulm-n ..., dinero ..." Presidente de Angola on visit (Wolfgang 
B,schel, Stuttgart, Germany, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


RNV is not scheduled at this time, nor on 15120/15360. I never hear 
any separate programming at this hour, but if it’s a screwup, always 
possible at RHC, e.g. RNV appearing an hour early one day on 11680 
(gh, DXLD) 


The 2030 English broadcast of RHC was missing a few days ago as I 
checked several times during that hour on 11760 and other frequencies, 
but she was back April 2 at 2037 talking about journalists being 
ambushed in Honduras. 


15330 has mostly been free of DentroCuban Jamming Command since a day 
after the A-season began, but April 1 at 1801 noticed irregular pulses 
against nothing. Probably only one of the panoply of jamming 
transmitters screwed up. More about Marti under US A 


Radio Habana keeps us going with more and more anomalies: April 3 at 
0615 I notice that English is still running on 6000, normally quitting 
at 0500, and also English on 6010, 6060 and 6140. Spanish on 6120 and 


5040; nothing on 6150. 6000 also has a het on the hi side, but less 
interference than 6010 which is atop MEXICO [q.v.] and probably 
Colombia. However a minute or two later, RHC English no longer heard 
on 6000, tho there is still the het between somethings. 


13680, RHC big carrier with hum, but just barely modulated // 13780 
and 13770, April 4 at 1343. 


On the modulated frequencies, then I noticed that programming unseemed 
En Contacto, the DX show supposed to be at 1335-1350 Sundays on all 
frequencies. Instead it was marxist propaganda, which turned out to be 
special coverage of the Noveno Congreso de la UniUn de JUvenes 
Comunistas, UJC, 3-4 abril en La Habana. 


Finally at 1350 started En Contacto theme and initial weekly birthday 
greetings including to Jorge Garcia Rangel en Venezuela, who will be 
42 on April 7. This 15-minute program was cut off at 1400 for news on 
13780, so it was fortunate to get even 10 minutes instead of En 
CompaOIa del Doctor, medical program. Maybe the repeats later Sunday, 
UT Monday will manage the full quarter-hour? (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


17705, RHC at 0030 April 5, going from Spanish to open carrier. My 
bandscan downward continued inexorably so don’t know what eventually 
followed, but not supposed to be in Spanish before or after this hour. 
Axually the end of the Quechua broadcast, so about to close down. 


13820, April 5 at 0038, lite DCJC noise and pulsing against nothing, 
long after Radio Marti is finished with frequency. 


11600, April 5 at 0043, DCJC pulse jamming against nothing at the 
absolutely regular rate of two per second. 


9810, April 5 at 0046, heavy DCJC noise jamming against nothing on 
long-abandoned R. Rep’ blica frequency --- wait a minute, there is a 
trace of some broadcast underneath, which must be V. of Russia, now in 
A-10 season via GUIANA FRENCH in Spanish to South America at 00-02, 
per sked in DXLD 10-13. 


Commies vs ex-Commies! Cuba jams Russia, whee. At 0200 VOR/GUF 
switches to 9735 which is a super signal USward; see separate report 
(Glenn Hauser, MPDX, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) And next item: 


FRENCH GUIANA, 9810, Voice of Russia, in Spanish at 0045 UT, April 1, 
S=9+20dB powerhouse here in Europe (Wolfgang B,schel, Germany, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


*xx CUBA [and non]. RHC normally makes frequency adjustments about a 


week after other stations enact seasonal changes, since as an outlaw 
nation, Cuba refuses to participate in advance planning with HFCC 
countries. And so it has as of April 5: 


12030, new frequency found at 1330, ex-11800 and with the same 
deficient lo-fi modulation, as also on 9660 afternoons, 6120 at night. 
12030 is an echo apart from all the remaining parallels checked at 
1356: 11760, 11730, 13780, 13880; and 19m was barely propagating, 
15360, 15120; and - 


RHC 6110 now has Asian co-channel, i.e. ChiCom jamming and VOA 
Mandarin via Tinang at 1230-1500 (also via Tinian at 1100-1230). 


At 1359 Despertar con Cuba was upwrapping, to resume at 7 am = 11 UT, 
and 1400 frequency announcement alleged in typical disorder: **15120, 
15360, 13760, 13680, 13780, 11760, 11730, 11800, 6110°°. So 12030 is 
unknown to the studio. 


I think he said 13760 instead of 13770 where it has really been for 
months, but not positive as they sound so much alike. In any event, 
13770 is also missing, and replacement for that found on new 15380 at 
1401, much weaker than // 15360. So 15380 also unknown to the studio. 


At 1419 check I suspected 12030 had disappeared but no, still there, 
very weak. Propagation not favorable today; 1444 back to good 
strength. 


Full span of new 12030 and 15380 yet to be determined, but 12030 is 
also in use by V. of Russia and perhaps IBB Sri Lanka. 15380 has Saudi 
Arabia until 1400, then VOA via Wertachtal to Afghanistan from 1430. 


Another check at 1700 just as Enid was testing its storm-warning 
sirens, found 15380 and 12030 still on, along with 11690, 11730, 
11760, and JBA carrier on 6110, nothing on 13 MHz. So it’s pretty 
clear that 12030 replaces 11800 and 15380 replaces 13770 for all-day 
service and perhaps beyond. 


After all that, I check RHC website and to my astonishment the 
schedule presented in Spanish has already been updated: 
http://www. radiohc.cu/espanol/c_frecuencia/frecuencias.htm 


Yet to be verified as 100% accurate, but some changes of note: 
15380 runs 11-23 and 00-05 to Buenos Aires. 
12030 runs 11-24 to Central America. 


Also new in Spanish: 12020 // 9525 both 2300-0500 to South America. 
5040 now starting Spanish earlier at 21-23, as well as 02-11, after 
the break for English, French and Creole (tho some have heard English 


sporadically after 0200 or 0700). 


5970 is new too, shown as 01-05 in English to NAm // 6000; 07-11 in 
Spanish to Chicago (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1507, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


I heard Radio Havana Cuba last night announce schedule for English to 
North America starting Monday 5th April which included a new 
frequency, 5970 kHz. They announced: 


5970 0100-0700 UT 
6000 0100-0700 UT 
6010 0500-0700 UT 
6060 0500-0700 UT 


Not their full English schedule I think - at least doesn't include 
English currently 2300-0000 on 5040 kHz. 


Heard this on 6000 kHz last night - only heard it announced just the 
once during their usual two-hour block of programmes. 6000 gave clear 
reception until 0430 when co-channel and similar strength Bulgaria was 
sharing the channel with RHC here (Alan Pennington, Sony 7600GR / 
telescopic, April 2, BDXC-UK via DXLD) 


In Germany 15370 is now (2145 UT, 5 Apr 2010) booming in (jUvenes 
comunistas, etc.), though approx. 800 Hz low. 15380 is also there but 
very weak. Not even a carrier on 6120 and 15120, and a very, very weak 
one on 5040. Weak audio on 9660, 12030 and 11730, all // 15370. 73 
(Eike Bierwirth, Leipzig, Germany, JRC NRD-525, PAORDT Mini-Whip, 
dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


12030, RHC, 2046 April 5 has been heard as 2x2x1 // 15380 (S4 35232) 
and also 15370 S7. ID at 2047 (Zacharias Liangas, Thessaloniki, 
Greece, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Further chex of RHC new schedule: April 6 at 0608 English on new 5970 
which is ex-6140 now missing, and sounds just like it did, with low 
modulation, // 6010 and 6060. At 0624 a stronger image appeared on 
5960, receiver mix due to overload from 6060 and 6010, but vanished 
with attenuation. Spanish was only on 6120, 6150 and 5040 at 0608. 


At 1402 I monitored the frequency announcement on 11760: same as 
yesterday, in fact I think recorded as speaker hesitated at exactly 
the same spot, before saying 11730 --- still omitting 12030 and 15380, 
while claiming to be on abolished 11800 and 13760, i.e.: 


“*15120, 15360, 13760, 13680, 13780, 11760, 11730, 11800, 6110°° 


New 12030 was also again audible, but not 15380 due to poor 
propagation. 


15370 is another new frequency for RHC, April 6 at 2012 in Brazilian 
Portuguese, ex-11770. Online sked shows 15370 nevertheless for Europe: 
2000-2030 Portuguese, 2030-2100 Arabic, 2100-2300 Spanish. 15370 
stronger here than 15380, new daytime frequency in Spanish. Meanwhile 
at 2013, 11730 and 12030 in Spanish, 17705 in RNV Spanish; 


And 11760 heard in French, which the sked claims is for Central 
America, with more at 2130-2200; hmm, I can’t think of a French- 
Fpeaking country there, and Caribe is also a valid target specified 
for some other broadcasts. But then, there is no Haitian-Creole 
speaking country in South America, either, shown as target for 2300- 
2330 on 17705. 


Also, the time for Esperanto on 5040 is Sundays 0000-0030, i.e. 
meaning UT Mondays, pre-empting French other days of week; not at 
0700-0730 real Sundays as DSWCI presumed, which is supposed to be on 
6010, but could turn up on any of the 49m channels or even be missing 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1507, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Was able to confirm new 5970 kHz in use by RHC for English last night 
despite poor conditions. Heard at 0412 tune-in (//6000) and at 0532 
(//6060). At 0600 (start of 2nd hour of English block) 5970 still on 
(//6060 and 6010). So new schedule RHC announced below looks correct 
apart from 6000 which may only be 0100-0500, as I couldn't hear it at 
all after 0500. 


Plus yesterday evening, English 2030-2130 11760 and 2300-0000 5040 
confirmed (Alan Pennington, Caversham, UK, AOR 7030+ /longwire; Sony 
7600GR/telescopic, April 6, BDXC-UK yg via DXLD) 


Here we go again. Just like its predecessor 6140, RHC’s new 5970 
proves to be the channel which randomly switches between English and 
Spanish, no matter what the schedules may say. 


April 7 at 0530 found this **‘English’* frequency really in Spanish 
service, music at the moment // 6120 and 6150, not // the English 
frequencies 6010 and 6060. 


Furthermore, 5040, which is supposedly all-Spanish after 0200, was in 
English at 0531 check, Elena Valverde’s heavily-accented **news**. So 
it appears the wires were crossed so 5040 and 5970 exchanged program 
feeds. 


New 5970 also means new spurs! At 0536 I was getting RHC English 
weakly on 5880, which is a leap of 6060 over 5970 another 90 kHz 


lower. This was transmitted, not receiver-produced, as confirmed by 
still audibility with attenuation; unlike some receiver-only images 
forced by overload from fundamentals. 


Altho 6110 transmitter moves to 6150 at 0500 to avoid Japan via 
Sackville, later on it’s possible for both 6110 and 6150 to be on the 
air, plus 6180, all // at 1225. 


Besides a separate entry for 6180 at 11-13, the format of the A-10 
schedule makes it difficult to sort out what is meant here since there 
are three frequencies separated by / and four timespans separated by / 


‘*Norte Centro SuramErica 11760/6150/6110 11-20/24-05/05-13/11-05°° 


Dan, probably the first two timespans both refer to 11760. There are 
many other entries like this. Why in the world don’t they explicitly 
show one frequency on one line for each timespan? 


At 1357, RHC audible on 15380, 15360, 13680, 12030, 11730, missing 
from 15120, 13780 and 11760. Nevertheless, the frequency announcement 
at 1359 says “‘estamos transmitiendo’* (meaning currently, i.e. both 
before and after that time), en °°15120, 15360, 15380, 13680, 13780, 
11760, 11730, 12030, 6110°*. So finally two days after the changes,

jamming 9565 for months at other times of night when RM was never 
using it! 


As I tuned in, RM was announcing that MW 1180 was off the air 
temporarily, to be back on soon but could still be heard on all its 
usual SW frequencies, unspecified. The regular RM SW frequencies at 
this hour, 11845, 11930 and 13820 were all on air vs varying degrees 
of heavy jamming. 


So I theorize that RM was authorized to add a fourth SW frequency to 
compensate for MW being off the air, presumably installing new 
transmitter. 


9565 is not exactly open before 1700, with Russia, Albania and 
Philippines/IBB scheduled each hour from 14 to 17, but no QRM noted 
here. 


9565 still DCIJC-free at 1508 check with news about Kyrgyzstan, and at 
this moment the other three were all atop jamming. 


And at 2042 I detected RM JBA on 6030, that frequency on the air much 
earlier than usual, supposed to start at 2200; could not tell if 
jammed, but only other very weak signals on 49m were 6070 CFRX and

Some notes from these papers: 

DW sees a need for a budget increase from 304m Euro to 325m Euro in 


2013, otherwise cuts in the offerings would be inavoidable. They seek 
much more cooperation with domestic German broadcasters in future. 


Target audience are "information seekers", including but not limited 
to multiplicators [?]. 


Germans abroad are no longer targeted, with an exception of providing 
an information service in areas where the infrastructure to access 
domestic German media is lacking. Here DW refers to a statement from 
Hans Bredow institute that explicitly supports the withdrawal from 
this field. 


As well-known, Arabic has been taken off shortwave in favour of 
rebroadcasts by RMC Doualiya. Abandoning shortwave is also being 
planned for the Asian countries in which it is hardly being used 
anymore. Exceptions are China and Iran where "only a low use of the 
radio programs on shortwave can be expected". 


DW-TV is now available online in the USA, too. Previously some 
unspecified contract required DW to block the stream there. 


Some statements to a draft copy are quoted, like one from Hamburg 
university: It is remarkable that DRM is no longer mentioned at all, 
ignoring what went wrong where it would be convenient to clear the 
reasons. Radio/online and TV should merge, preferably at Berlin. 


The annual budget for program distribution on shortwave and 
"shortwave-like mediumwave" is 15.1m Euro, in detail 1.0m licence fees 
for the Sines, Kigali and Trincomalee facilities, 7.1m for the 
operation of these facilities, 7.0m for leasing airtime on third party 
facilities. 


Other distribution platforms: Satellite 4.9m, FM 0.9m, streaming 0.4m, 
additional feed circuits 1.0m, other costs 0,7m. 


DW radio market shares, referring to listeners per week in percent: 
Australia 1.9 English and 0.8 German, Canada 1.4 English and 0.7 
German, USA 1.1, some cities in Chile up to 3.2 for German, Lebanon 
0.8, other Arab countries 0.1...0.2, Iran for Persian also 0.1...0.2, 
Afghanistan 7 (a quarter of this on shortwave), Bulgaria 2.4, Sweden

ERIK BETTERMANN ON GERMAN MEDIA POLITICS 


Deutsche Welle director Erik Bettermann made pronounced comments on 
German media politics in an interview by RBB Radio Eins. 


He said that new competition besides the established one from the UK, 
France and the USA has been emerged in the form of Russia Today, CCTV 
9, Al Jazeera but also Press TV which he called "a really massive 
competition on the African market". Thus DW seeks to concentrate on 
producing content in foreign languages and refer otherwise to German 
domestic media. This was also the rationale behind abandoning the 
Astra 19.2 deg. East slot. 


He continued with the statement that he does not object to the federal 
system as long as it does not become a church steeple policy. The 
fundamental problem is the division between licence fee-financed 
domestic broadcasting and tax-financed external broadcasting. 


Politicians "have to realise that they must overcome this dogma". 
Germany could easily create a service like TV 5, provided there would 
be no need to differentiate between state and federal matters. "BBC 
World has strong parents, I have a federal system behind anything".

No further details are known so far. It is expected that BFBS will 
instead of 96.5 use other frequencies at the remaining British 
garrisons in the service area of the Langenberg transmitter.

Here it is 
S,dwestrundfunk, and it is partly the result of its history as being 
two independent broadcasting organizations until 1998, S,dwestfunk 
from Baden-Baden and Mainz studios on one side, S,ddeutscher Rundfunk 
from Stuttgart studios on the other.

Because Deutschlandradio Kultur has in the Ruhr area only a collection 
of low power transmitters so far. Otherwise there are some 
Deutschlandfunk transmitters (the Cologne-produced Deutschlandradio 
program), lots of Westdeutscher Rundfunk transmitters and an abundance 
of low power transmitters for the pathetic local stations that for 
most of the day transmit a central program from Oberhausen. 


The reason for this situation is that Deutschlandradio Kultur 
(originally called Deutschlandradio Berlin) came in 1994 into being by 
merging Deutschlandsender Kultur from East Berlin with RIAS from West 
Berlin. Thus they had not a single FM transmitter in western Germany, 
resulting in a big patchwork of mostly low powered frequencies there. 


However, this is not the only problem of this station. Also in the 
regions in eastern Germany with full FM coverage, including Berlin, 
Deutschlandradio Kultur hardly achieves market shares of more than 0.5 
percent. It appears that it is simply too elitist, out of touch with 
the world out there (Kai Ludwig, ibid.)

Guam - While there has been much debate over the governor's plan to 
change the name of Guam to Guahan Dr. Ron Mcninch has actually 
completed a poll on the matter. 


Meanwhile, the legislature will hold a public hearing on the bill 
submitted by the governor to change the island's name tommorow. 
Marjorie Driver of the Micronesian Area Research Center's Spanish 
collection believes that Guahan may not even be the original name of 
the island. In her research she has found the oldest known map of the 
Marianas in which Guam was labeled as Baham. Meanwhile UOG professor 
Ron Mcninch has conducted a poll of his own in which he asks whether 
people prefer Guam or Guahan. 71% actually prefer the name Guam with 
21% choosing Guahan and 8% remaining undecided. 


SENATORS HEAR TESTIMONY ON GUAHAN NAME CHANGE

Guam - People from all walks of life filled the legislatures public 
hearing room this afternoon to testify on bill 331 the proposed law 
was submitted by Governor Felix Camacho in attempts to officially 
change the name of Guam to Guahan. 


Bill 331 would officially change the name of Guam to Guahan. The 
legislation argues that Guahan is the original indigenous name for the 
island of Guam. It is supposed to be derived from the word Guaha 


meaning to have. The "n" on the end of Guahan is supposed to denote 
"the possesion of". Put together it is supposed to mean “a place of 
resources". The bill notes that the "n" on the end of Guahan is 
Similar to the "n's" on the end of other islands in the marianas chain 
including Saipan, Tininian, Agrigan, Agrihan, Pagan, Aalamagan, 
Sarigan and Guaguan. 


Ronald Laguana spoke today in favor of the bill saying that many have 
studied the history of Guam and the origin of the name Guahan. It's 
his belief that Guahan is the most probable original indidgenous name 
of Guam. He also asked why there was so much opposition to the name 
change when other islands within the Micronesia have already changed 
their names with little problem. He adds that Guahan is the correct 
word for Guam. 


Jesse Quinata testified in oposition to the name change because he 
felt it would be too much of a financial burden and because he 
believed that Guam's name may not even be Guahan. Quinata referred to 
a book written by the Micronesian Area Research Center's Marjorie 
Driver in which she recorded all the various names recorded for Guam 
in its history. These names include the name Baham, Guam, Guahan, and 
even Iguana. Quinata said "all these names that we're talking about 
were all written by outsiders". He adds that there is no proof that 
any of these names were the names used by native chamorros. 


While the senators heard testimony today, it is possible that this 
could all be left up to a referendum. If that were so, UOG professor 
Ron Mcninch has also completed a poll on the matter in which he found 
that 71% of the people polled prefered the name Guam (via gh, DXLD)

Saad Matti Petros, the head of the Minorities Committee on the city 
council, told RFI that the radio station will promote the values of 
tolerance and peaceful coexistence in society. Petros, who is a 
Christian, said the opening of the radio is "a historic event" as it 
is the first time Basra has had a Christian radio station. 


Petros insisted that the radio does not have any missionary purposes. 
He said the director of the radio station, Father Maher, has also 
signed a written statement that the broadcasts will not offend the 
followers of other religions. 


The deputy head of the Basra city council, Shaykh Ahmad al-Sulayti, 


welcomed the opening of the radio station. 


"We consider this a big achievement in the new Iraq," he said. "It 
proves there is an opening to all the other cultures [in the country]. 
It also reflects that other cultures have the freedom to express 
themselves... We are blessing this good step." 


He added that the city council gave immediate permission for the radio 
station. The new Christian radio station will be heard in most of 
Basra Province.

Got another good recording of 97.8 Pyongyang FM last night, the best 
yet (haven't really been many anyway). 


This is hardly DX for me as Haeju is a local for me (a coastal city, 
kinda across from Incheon). The transmitter is really powerful. But I 
consider this always a good and really difficult catch for the 
following reasons: 


97.8 is blocked with a silent frequency in Seoul. Seoul is 30 miles to 
my northwest, while Haeju is 110 miles in exactly the same direction. 
I'm receiving it by jumping over the local silent transmitter (which 
at times overtakes it in the recording as I try to evade it). The 
antenna (my MP3 player) has to be in the exact right spots to hear 
this. 1cm in either direction can take it out... and even then, 
conditions change and I have to move it again... 


The recording has to be received on 97.9 because the 97.8 silent 
station in Seoul is too strong to overcome. So I'm essentially 
listening off-frequency. 


Since there is just never any DX here and the dial is full, this is 
about the most DX I can get short of Japan last December. The blocking 
stations give me an adequate challenge to keep the DXing bug going in 
me! I xhatex being denied what I want and enjoy getting around things 
[like IBOC!] to get what I want, especially on the radio! :)

PROTESTERS STORM STATE RADIO/TV HQ IN KYRGYZSTAN 


Anti-government protesters stormed the offices of state TV and radio 
in the Kyrgyz capital, Bishkek, earlier today. Both the radio and 
television stations went off air briefly, but resumed broadcasting an 
hour or so later under government control. The Interior Minister is 
said to have been killed, and President Kurmanbek Bakiyev has declared 
a state of emergency. The unrest is largely the result of widespread 
dissatisfaction with the economic situation in the country. One third 
of the population live below the poverty line. 


BBC Monitoring quotes the state-owned Kyrgyz news agency Kabar as 
reporting that broadcasts of the privately-owned Pyramid TV and radio 
company were suspended today since 1700 hours [1100 gmt]. All staff 
members left the building at about 1630 hours, except for a few

Powerhouse of 500 kW as usual 
in southern Germany. But needs further check, whether on air 2-5 UT 
daily (Wolfgang B,schel, ibid.) 


Mark Coady heard them there a couple of days within the past week. PMR 
broadcasts Sun to Thurs UT (Harold Sellers, April 2, ibid.) 


PMR was Sun-Thu when they were on before 00 UT, i.e. local M-F 
already; but I figured they would be on UT-Mon-Fri now that they are 
on after 00 UT - ? (Glenn Hauser, ibid.) 


Yes, you're right, Glenn (Harold Sellers, ibid.) 


I may be ‘right’, but apparently PMR 9665 was NOT on the air UT Friday 
00-02; is that what someone observed? (Glenn Hauser, ibid.) 


9735, La Voz de Rusia, 0458 April 5, huge signal closing transmission 
with Spanish schedule mentioning meterbands only. This is 500 kW, 320 
degrees from GUIANA FRENCH for Caribbean, Mexico, AND the conterminous 


USA, CIRAF Zones 6-8. 


Meanwhile, the poor English-speakers in North America must now 
struggle to hear VOR only on weak and unreliable signals direct from 
Asia or Europe. We know when we are not wanted as listeners (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


> 9665 Grigoriopol Moldova noted with Russian VoRUS Moscow program 


What became of this matter? Right now, at 0045 April 5, I note a faint 
carrier on 9665. At the same time 9580 from nearby Romania is faded 
out (only // 7335 comes in with strong signal), so this could indeed 
be the Grigoriopol transmitter. Radio PMR is supposed to be on air 
Mon-Fri, so their NAm transmission would be due Thu-Sun [sic] local 
time but not now, on Monday, right? 


Remember that Voice of Russia again makes a point of having English on 
air around the clock. Without 9665 until 0200 this would no longer be 
the case, since Bolshakovo on 1215 signs off at 2300 but Yelizovo on 
15425 does not sign on until 0200. So in all likelyhood there is 
programming between 2300 and 0200 that does not reach further than 
into the signal distribution, some satellite channels that are hardly 
accessible by consumers. 


Seems to me that something went wrong in the planning process here. 
Writing to Moscow could not hurt, considering that German has been 

brought back on shortwave within less than two weeks after listener 
complaints.

The impressive background is the 3456 metres tall Koryaksiy volcano

Kai, I think the upshot of this is we have to determine if VoR is on 
at 22 UT to NAm like it was in winter [23 UT]. They signed on 7250 
which performed well all evening. I think that channel was direct from 
Russia. Russia's Eastern transmitters do not typically make it to this 
part of NAm - Ontario (Andy Reid, ibid.) 


Other options, used in recent years, would be Armenia (Gavar) and 
Ukraine (Lutch). However, registrations suggest that in this case 7250 
came indeed from European Russia, from the Tbilisskaya plant between 
Krasnodar and Armavir in particular. 


By the way, a possible explanation of the current situation could be 
the recent reduction of Radio PMR transmissions to almost nil. Now 


they apparently found some money again, and probably this led to 
bumping Voice of Russia from this 9665 slot and reverting to Radio 
PMR, with all communication getting stuck in a Soviet-style 
bureaucracy that appears still to be alive, fighting each other 
office, filing competing HFCC registrations etc. 


To make the point: Voice of Russia may well believe that they are 
transmit on 9665 as scheduled. I even suspect they pay for this non- 
existing slot (Kai Ludwig, ibid.) 


9665, nothing noted here in Germany last night at 0145 UT. But at 
present are very lousy prop conditions (Wolfgang B,schel, April 6, 
ibid.)

Peter W. Hansen tells us that he convinced V. of Russia that they were 
not really broadcasting to North America on 9665, and they advised him 
April 6 that they would be on new 9890 at 22-02; Harry Brooks and Mike

Good going on getting their attention, but 9890 is an awful choice:

9890. 


After 0000, jamming seems off but VOA Spanish still very strong, no

propagation from Europe is still pitiful following geomagnetic storms. 


Possibly after conditions recover, 9890, 500 kW due northwest from

Straining to hear V. of Russia on its new frequency for North America 
in English, 9890 on its alleged second day in use, April 7: first 
check at 2145, seems a carrier but not to start until 2200. At 2200, 
just barely audible, and no adjacent interference yet. 2300 still JBA, 
can’t even recognize ID or IS, theme, and now the ACI starts, i.e. 
9885 with VOA Spanish initially over the DentroCuban Jamming Command. 


VOR is still useless. This is supposed to be 500 kW from **Armavir’’ 
aimed right at us, 315 degrees. Wolfgang B,schel in Germany confirms 
it’s on the air, but sounds more like 20 kW to him. Of course, we are 
still recovering from the G3 geomagnetic storm of a couple days ago, 
so things ought to improve in next few days, but deliberately or 
negligently transmitting 5 kHz from any North American SW frequency is 
self-defeating nonsense.

Hello, GTRK Kamchatka in Russia has verified my reception report with 
a proper QSL card (£/d except for transmitter site, but that is 
unambiguous in this case) after 4 weeks. They also included a nice 
postcard featuring Petropavlovsk's local volcano, a very pretty view 
as long as the mountain is quiet. The transmission schedule of 
regional programmes is handwritten on the back: 0700-0730, 0810-0900, 
1100-1130, 1310-1400, 1910-1924, 2010-2100, local time, daily except 
Sundays. 


I heard the station on 6075 kHz in Colorado, which is impossible in 
Germany due to Deutsche Welle 24/7. Their address on the envelope is 
GTRK Kamchatka, ul. Sovetskaya 62, 683000 Petropavlovsk-Kamchatskij. I 
send them a RR in Russian, but as the QSL is in English that should 
work, too.

This program aims at providing 
entertainment and information to the 75,000 Sri Lankan migrant 
workers. 


This program aims at providing an open forum for participation. 
Through this program the migrant workers can send messages to their 
family members in Sri Lanka. The people in Sri Lanka can listen to the 
voices of family members living in Korea. Some of the programs aim at 
providing Sri Lankan workers in Korea with information on how to use 
and save money. 


This is a live program done in SLBC premises and is broadcast to Korea 
via the German Transmitter Station Deutschwelle which belongs to the 
German Government. According to the agreement the SLBC has with this 
broadcasting station, (Deutschwelle) will be providing services 
without charge for one hour. 


At the same time CityFm service also broadcasts this program to Sri 
Lanka. The Lankans can listen to the voices of family members living 
in Korea. 


Samarasinghe added that it is a shortwave station and that they are 
using shortwave to broadcast this one hour program from four to five 
in the evening. By tuning into 15120 shortwave frequency anyone in Sri 
Lanka and Korea can listen to the program. "It is our responsibility 


to look after our migrant workers. This is our obligation. We must do

FEWER, BUT STRONGER, LANGUAGE SERVICES FROM SWEDISH RADIO 


Radio Sweden has published the following information on its website 
concerning its plans beyond 31 October: 


Swedish Radiois international broadcasts on short and medium wave will 
close down from October 31, 2010. This is part of a decision by 
Swedish Radiois management on our output and distribution announced on 
March 16 this year. 


This means that from October 31, Radio Swedenis programming in English 
will be broadcast nationally (on FM), as well as available on the 
Internet, and our podcast will be available here and on iTunes for 
downloading. 


iI want to strengthen our quality and competence, including in Arabic, 
which is the most important language for new arrivals in Swedeni, says 
Ingemar L*fgren, head of SR International. iIt is important to 
strengthen the broadcasts for the listener groups who need it the 
most, such as Somalis. In addition I want to give a higher profile to 
the official minority language Romani, which will shortly start daily 
broadcasts.i 


From the Fall Swedish Radiois output in immigrant languages will 
change, with resources concentrated on fewer languages than 
previously. This is the result of the latest review of SR 
Internationalis programming. Swedish Radio will also be ending 
broadcasts in short and medium wave, and will instead concentrate on 
Internet webcasting. 


iThe number of languages broadcast by Swedish Radio has changed over

[NO, not by Taiwan; yet. Read on A- ] 


When you look at what is on the SW bands to North America, it's just a 
shadow to what it was a few years ago. Why has this happened? Sure, 
budgets have a lot to do with the decisions to cut SW to the 
US/Canada, but we also need to look at audience numbers. Broadcasters 
like RNW, DW, RFI and BBC do regular listener surveys, which have 
shown that SW audiences have dropped dramatically. I know some people 
might say they live in a part of the US or Canada where broadband is 
not available, but when you consider how small a population this is, a 
small handful of listeners who cannot access programming by new 


technology is unimportant. 


Considering that for many years people received programs for free with 
someone else paying the bill, I wonder if people in the US or Canada 
would complain if their taxes were as high as the rest of the western 
world. 


As an example, if you were to meet someone from the Netherlands and 
complain to them you could no longer hear RNW on SW, because SW was 
dropped, how could you justify to them to have their taxes go to fund 
SW broadcasts? The US and Canada have some of the lowest taxes in the 
west. 


Even here in Taiwan recently, Radio Taiwan International has come 
under the microscope, when one of RTI's electric bills for its 
transmitters was leaked to the local press. Questions are now being 
asked if states taxes should be spent to fund RTI? And how does it 
serve Taiwan's interests to broadcast on SW. 


RTI's budget in 2009 was 120NT million (almost 3 million Euros); now 
compared to others this is very small, almost half goes to the Taipei 
Power Company. People here are now asking questions like, what is the 
point to broadcast on SW? Why not spend this money on local programs 
like health care, education or road works. How would you respond to 
the population of 22 million to justify these tax dollars being spent? 
(Keith Perron, Taiwan, April 5, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


How would I respond? I would respond: TOURISM DOLLARS. I know that the 
"armchair traveler" is a listener constituency that you disdain, but 
it's the shortwave armchair traveler that gets an interest in actual 
travel when he hears enticing things about a locality via radio. 


I now draw your attention to the current national tourism position 
Rudy Espinal enjoys post-Radio Clarin because he was quite a whiz at 
it. Tom Meijer was another. 


What's true about past years in North America is that travel was more 
enjoyed. It's what made ANARC conventions worth going to. Not so 
today, but you can't deny that those who continue to travel also 
regard radio tourism as a sort of travel brochure. Keith, it's time 
you acknowledge that the armchair traveler is more important than you 
give 'm credit for (Clara Listensprechen, ibid.) 


So buy more time on other transmitters if the electricity is cheaper; 
like WYFR? And give you better coverage afar. Do you want to keep 
Taiwan on the world map? Cutting your own throat so no one can hear 
you would not be helpful. Broadcasting is xsupposed* to be free --- to 
the audience (Glenn Hauser, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

For a number of years now, as you may know or not, Falun Gong 
broadcasts to China using converted amateur radio equipment. One part 
of the bands they love to use is the ham bands which because of 
jamming from China interferes with civilian and some emergency 
communications in Taiwan. The other is to use frequencies 5 or 10 kHz 
away from legal broadcasts. 


Just the other day I was talking with someone in the US who asked the 
question, Why does the Taiwan's National Communication Commission not 
do anything? Well, this has two answers. 


Now unofficially the ROC government would love nothing more than see 
these people leave. But if they were to take action and close them 
down, they would have a political backlash they would lose any support 
and people would say that Taiwan is giving in to China. 


The official answer is: Well if the US and EU would support Taiwan to 
join the International Telecommunication Union (ITU), then we would 
take action. A number of times I was told by government officials, why 
should we do anything, if you support China to block us each time to 
join any international frequency organizations. 


How dare the US tell us what to do and also prevent us from entering 
any framework to deal with the problem legally? As long as we are not 
a member, we can do what we want. This is also the attitude of 76% of 
the population, from a survey taken in February by the Apple Daily. 
The same goes for the frequency management department at RTI. They 
respond the same way (Keith Perron, Taiwan, March 31, dxldyg via DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


Have you followed the Firedrake, ergo SOH frequencies we have been 
reporting constantly under CHINA in DXLD? Very little of this is in 
the hambands any more, due to pressure from IARUMS, the organized ham 
intruder-watching network.

Dear Glenn: 


Thank you for contacting me about the Obama Administration's proposal 
to close the Voice of America shortwave broadcasting station outside 
Greenville, North Carolina. I appreciate you taking the time to 
contact me and I'm grateful for the opportunity to respond. 


As you know, the Fiscal Year 2011 Budget Request for the Broadcasting 
Board of Governors (BBG) included a proposal to close the Voice of 
America station outside Greenville, North Carolina. This is the last 
U.S. government-owned shortwave broadcasting facility in the 
continental United States. 


In my opinion, if the U.S. is going to remain in the business of 
beaming radio programming into foreign lands as part of our national 
security strategy, then it makes no sense to do what the BBG has 
proposed: 


namely, to close this station and increase our reliance on 
broadcasting via foreign terrestrial or satellite radio transmission 
facilities. Such action would be fraught with security issues and 
could be far more costly to taxpayers over the long term. 


Therefore, I have asked the House Appropriations Subcommittee on 
State, Foreign Operations and Related Programs to include language in 
its Fiscal Year 2011 bill that would prevent the Broadcasting Board of 
Governors from implementing their proposal to close the station. North 
Carolina Congressmen G.K. Butterfield and David Price are joining me 
in this effort. 


Thanks again for making me aware of your thoughts on this matter. 
Should you need additional assistance on this or other federal 
matters, please don't hesitate to contact me in the future.

WORLD OF RADIO, confirmed without looping Saturday April 3 at 1629- 
1658 on 12160 as monitored on webcast, now the WWCR-2 stream instead 
of WWCR-3 for this frequency (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


From the front page of WWCR's website, I observed this note: 


WWCR'S TRANSMITTER #1 WILL BROADCAST ON 9.350 mHz FROM 2100-0000 UTC. 
WWCR HAS CEASED OPERATION ON 9.345 mHz AT THE REQUEST OF THE FCC. 


I think they meant to type #2, because the transmitter schedule and 
program guide has been updated (Tom Nyberg, Sumner, IA, April 3,

Any ute stn in this range? Next door is IBB Kuwait on 9335 kHz also

No utility problem noted here. All it takes is some government / 


military user owning a never, or hardly-ever used standby frequency to 
complain, and it seems the only way to flush them out is to axually 
start broadcasting on a frequency and see what happens. See below

xx US A. WTWW remains on 9479 instead of 9480 when checked, April 2: 
at 1312, not up to full strength yet, has a 1 kHz het from something 
on 9480 and a 4 kHz het from R. Australia on 9475. At 1903 when CRI 
via Albania is on 9480, only a trace of its het could be detected 
here. After 2200, no hets audible unlike the day before. 


9479, WTWW, April 3: quite a weak signal at first check 1313, but in 
solid by 1339 with no hets audible.

xx US A. CHUTZPAH IN NEW MEXICO --- KHOD-105.3's application for 
Special Temporary Authority has been dismissed. The station, licensed 
to Des Moines, New Mexico, held a construction permit expiring last 
June. Six months before the permit expired, the permittee filed for 
Special Temporary Authority to operate from a site in Raton, New 
Mexico. Seven weeks later, an application was filed to modify the 
construction permit to specify the same Raton location. 


When Commission staff denied the STA application, the licensee 
appealed. He claimed a STA was the best way to "address the necessity 
of testing older transmission, antenna, EAS, and audio gear" (wording 
the FCC's). 


(The Commission decision notes that an investigation, launched after 
complaints of interference, found KHOD had relocated to Raton anyway! 
Last November, KHOD was fined $20,000 for that violation. ) 


As for the application to xpermanently*x relocate the station to Raton 
--- The Commission found relocating the station to Raton would result 
in Des Moines going from two local stations to one, while Raton would 
go from five to six. A preferential alignment of service would result 
from leaving KHOD in Des Moines. 


While the CDBS database doesn't yet reflect it, the Commission has 
deleted KHOD's permit & callsigns, since the permit expired on June 
28, 2009 (Doug Smith W9WI, Pleasant View, TN EM66, March 31, WTFDA 
via DXLD) 


As we have outpointed before in several stories about this, including 
our own visit to RatUn a few years ago, Des Moines is just a wide 


place in the road, and hardly merits one radio station, let alone two. 
This does not excuse KHOD from its shenanigans. The real raison d'itre 
of Des Moines is to be a town near the prime transmitter site atop 
Sierra Grande (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. From a quiet location in west Enid, (the Walmart parking 
lot), a bandscan on caradio April 3, see also OKLAHOMA, found some 
intriguing subaudible heterodynes from normally open frequencies, thus 
bearing some very weak groundwave signals. (Skywave not a factor well 
past equinox and barely an hour past local mean noon.)

Three possibilities are 50 
kwW WHO Des Moines, 3.3 kW KGGR Dallas, and 15 kW KCBR Monument CO 
(Colorado Springs). The first two are relatively common here, but KCBR 
[which inherited the call from VOA Delano] would be a neat daytime 
catch this far away. So which pair are 0.43 Hz apart? 


Caveat: could be misled by local mixing products, but doubt it, since 
have never identified our only three local signals, 960, 1390 and 1640 
on such other MW frequencies, altho 960 and 1390 do show up on 
shortwave harmonix and other mixes.

WANN-LD broadcasts on RF channel 29 
mapped to virtual channel 32. The following audio-only, digital sub- 
channels on WANN-LD carry the following stations: 


32-101: WGST (AM) - 640 kHz - news/talk radio 

32-102: WUBL (FM) - 94.9 MHz "94.9 The Bull" - country music 
32-103: WKLS (FM) - 96.1 MHz "Project 9-6-1" - active rock

32-105: Pride Radio - from WWVA-FM HD-2 channel on 105.7 MHz -

All the audio-only, digital sub-channels are in stereo and seem to be 
fed directly from the HD-channels from the stations listed above 
except the WGST (AM) feed which is from WUBL 94.9 HD-3. 


WANN-LD also carries TEN (!) other TV sub-channels which carry various 
programming from MTV Tr3s, ThisTV, old movies, shopping channels, and 
informercials. The video quality of these sub-channels is pretty low. 
However, this low power TV station seems to have been able to pack as 
much as they could into the 19.39 Mbits/sec available in the 
terrestrial digital TV ATSC stream. 


WANN-LD has been switching around their digital sub-channel 
arrangement quite a bit over the course of the year they have been 
broadcasting with a digital TV signal. This arrangement might change 
yet again next week! Stay tuned! 


WANN-LD broadcasts from the Richland Tower at 1800 Briarcliff Road in 
Atlanta, GA with 14 kW to an area mostly within the city limits of

Thought you 
might find the enclosed e-mail exchange between me and local KMOV TV 
of interest. Their channel 4.1 is the regular local and CBS network 
television content, and 4.2 has been a constant weather-radar image 
which had been accompanied by the local NOAA weather-radio audio 
(162.55 MHz). A week or so ago the image format changed slightly and 
the audio was dropped. So I sent them the e-mail shown below (last 
section), and just received the response from them (immediately 
below). 


It surprised me -- I didn't know that closed-captioning was always 
*xrequiredx; I see a lot of TV that doesn't have any CC, (I often turn 
on my CC in order to better follow audio that is sometimes unclear, 
and many times don't see any. And live closed captioning is often 
hilariously mangled or garbled -- you could add that category to the 
"Tiny Trap" and "Grafik Gaffes" amusing reports. :-) 


One thing that I'm wondering about, if CC is actually required by the 
FCC, how come some network programs don't have it? A specific example 
is the NBC Nightly News on Sundays only. During the week, the CC is 
there OK, but on Sundays it is always absent. And xreallyx strangely, 
sometimes during that program, if I switch my CC off and then on 
again, I'll get xone linex or xone sentencex of CC, and then it 
ceases. It's not my TV -- I can switch channels and see the CC fine on 
other stations. 


Another oddity -- watch the "Access Hollywood" entertainment-news 
program with the CC on. You don't get the real closed-captioned text 
of the audio; instead you get line after line of net URLs filling the 
screen. Again, just in that program; other CCs before and after on the 
same channel are fine.

AUDIO SERVICE MAGAZINE CELEBRATES ITS SILVER ANNIVERSARY 
Magazine for Blind Radio Enthusiasts filed a void for information. 


Lima OH, Friday - April 2, 2010: In March 1985, Fred Vobbe had an 
idea. Fred knew a blind radio friend who wanted information on the 
hobby of radio listening. In 1985, information was passed from one 
hobbyist to another by word of mouth. Fred created the National Radio 
Club's iDX Audio Servicei, a magazine on cassette tape for blind radio 
enthusiasts. That started a twenty-five year adventure in radio. 


DX Radio Hobby - It's not as unusual as you might think. In the early 
days of radio broadcasting, when the listening audience was comprised 
of amateur radio operators and experimenters, a new hobby had its 
beginning. iDXi, (in the parlance of telegraphers) meant ilong 
distance communications, and gradually the term DX came to mean 
distant reception. The early listener usually constructed his own 
radio receiver. 


The big thrill was to hear voices and music hundreds or thousands of 
miles away. Today, quality receivers can be purchased for less than 
forty dollars. 


The National Radio Club was formed and started publishing a magazine 
with details about broadcast stations and listener reports in 1933. 
The invention of the transistor radio in the 1950s made it easier for 
babyboomers to listen to out of town radio stations. Today, the 
National Radio Club has grown to over seven hundred members, two web 
sites, technical publications, and monthly magazines in print and 
electronic format. Their magazines inform members about changes in 
broadcasting, formats, and sporting networks. 


Some columns feature listings of what members hear, while others cater 
to experimenters. At a club meeting Vobbe asked, iHow many of you grew 
up listening to the radio, or listened to your radio while in bed at 
night?i Half the people raised their hands. Many related the same 
story of listening to radio, under the covers, usually trying to keep 
it a secret from their parents. iWe all woke in the morning to 

find the radio on the table along side our bed, so I don't think we 
fooled anyonei, Vobbe said. iWe listen to radio for a variety of 
reasons; for music, news, weather, and for sports. Many blind radio 
enthusiasts love listening to sporting events from far away locations, 
following teams they enjoy. 


Distant radio listening is still as relevant today as it was fifty 
years ago. The only thing different is the type of receiver. They are 
now smaller, better, with tactile controls to aid in use.i Ultra-Lite 
Radios, nicknamed because of their size, now bring domestic and 
international stations to listeners. These radios come in combinations 
of AM, FM and Shortwave making listening easier. Many members listen 
late at night to shows such as the nationally syndicated iCoast to 
Coast AMi and other talk shows, and have been heard calling in. 


The blind lacked basic information on radio. Although the National 
Radio Club published a magazine called DX News, the wealth of 
information in the magazine was not available in a format a blind 
radio enthusiast could enjoy. Clearly, the solution needed to be the 
spoke word. The audio cassette tape was a low cost way to provide the 
information. 


In April 1985, Vobbe launched the sixty minute tape magazine. The 
first issue contained information about what was happening in the 
month of March and April (1985) in the radio industry. It included a 
history of legendary rock radio station WLS-890 in Chicago. News 
stories came from club publications, trade journals, press releases, 
and listener reports. The cassette magazine later became ninety 
minutes long, and available as a MP3 download from the club's web 
site. DX News magazine continues in printed form. 


Vobbe is flanked by other editors and writers. iFor all of us, it's a 
labor of lovei, said Vobbe. iThe 'AM Switch' deals with the FCC issue, 
new, or changing stations. Editor Bill Hale lives in Fort Worth, 
Texas. Phil Wayne is located in Upper Sandusky, Ohio, and his column, 
'Marketscope'’ plays recordings of radio stations to show what radio is 
like in other parts of the nation. 'Bandscan' editor, Mark Durenberger 
from Minneapolis, Minnesota, presents historical stories, and 
technical discussions. 


I am the glue that holds together the magazinei, said Vobbe, who fills 
out the magazine with news. iIt's a group effort. None of us could do 


this individually, but collectively we can make a difference for the 
visually impaired radio listener.i 


Columns are sent to Vobbe as electronic audio files. Vobbe combines 
the columns with his writings into a completed magazine on tape. Tapes 
are duplicated, and mailed to members each month. To this day, the 
tape duplication is performed essentially the way it was done in 1985 
by Vobbe. iTypically it takes about three days out of month to produce 
and mail a magazinei, said Vobbe. 


Vobbe works full time as Vice President and Chief Operator of the 
television stations in Lima, Ohio. He is also active in the Lions 
Club, serving as a past president, and has received a Melvin Jones 
award. Vobbe also finds time to volunteer with the county's EMA as a 
Communications Deputy, and serves as EAS cochairman. 


In 1989 received Association of North American Radio Club's 
iBroadcaster of the Yeari award for his commitment to providing 
information to the blind. He holds and amateur radio license, W8HDU, 
and builds his own equipment.

UK: SAVE ANALOGUE RADIO CAMPAIGN 


A National Campaign to maintain essential traditional analogue 
broadcast radio for everyday listening and for use in times of 
national emergencies. The pressure is on to replace traditional 
analogue radio broadcasting with Digital Audio Broadcasting (DAB) 
radio. 


Indeed, the UK Government has provisionally set 2015 as the date when 
the world wide standard frequency modulation (f£.m.) services are to 
disappear from the Band II 87.5 to 108 MHz (v.h.f. £.m. band), to be 
replaced with DAB radio transmissions. Eventually, the analogue 
services on long waves (198 kHz) and medium waves (500 kHz to 1.6 MHz) 
will also be replaced by digital transmissions. 


Obsolete radio receivers: 

Several million non-DAB equipped radio receivers could be made 
obsolete, if the Band II plans are implemented - requiring people of 
all income groups to purchase new receivers. The ‘digital effect' is 
already apparent as very few manufacturers now produce analogue-only 
receivers. 


Practical considerations and technical difficulties: 
Unfortunately, the Government's plans don't take into account the 
large number of practical considerations and technical difficulties 


involved with the present forms of digital transmissions - 
particularly when radio broadcasting is involved because of the 
‘digital delay' effect (known as Latency). The problems are likely to 
be difficult to overcome because most listeners use portable 
receivers, utilising simple antennas (aerials). 


So, in response to the Government's proposals I am planning to 
organise a national campaign urging the Government to retain analogue 
broadcasting on Band II v.h.f. £.m. and on long and medium waves, 
while maintaing the DAB radio services on Band III. 


Please don't hesitate to contact me if you need further information on 
the complex problems that are in store for the radio listener in the 
UK - if the Government's seemingly ill-considered plans proceed.

Of concern to all of us who listen to radio. I was at my local Costco 
the other day, killing some time before my wife was finished. I noted 
a home internet package, using your own electrical wiring to 
distribute internet. Seems to me to be a home version of the dreaded 
BPL which doesn't appear to be going anywhere. Anyway, the packaging 


claimed that it passed Part 15 FCC Guidelines, but upon further 
investigation, the box clearly states that it uses "2 to 28 MHz". 


Ouch!!! Even a few milliwatts of power within a few homes around will 
be more than enough, I would think, to spoil my attempts at DXing. I 
sure hope they sell too many, as most people these days buy a good 
wireless router for the same or less than the cost of this beast. I 
hope they sell none, and ship them all back to wherever they were 
made! Anyone out there have the nerve to try it themselves? Comments? 
(Walt Salmaniw, Victoria, BC, March 31, dxldyg via DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) What exactly is the product called, model, etc.? (gh, DXLD) 


I have one of these in my neighborhood and it's really annoying. I've 
found that it doesn't block signals it just makes listening to them an 
irritation. Stronger signals easily override the pulses. Also, I've 
found that the ham bands are notched; so no noise on 41m. And the 
noise is worse on higher frequencies. 


I purchased a Wellbrook 330s to try to minimize the noise. It picks up 
the noise just as well as a wire antenna but I am able to null most of 
it. What puzzles me is why they selected SW spectrum. It seems to me 
that 30 - 50 MHz would have been better since most users in that range 
use FM rather than AM (Jerry Lenamon, Waco TX, ibid.) 


Dr. S.: So this was an actual product (i.e. a physical box that you 
could take with you)? Did you note the name of the product or a 
website? I'd be interested in checking them out, in terms of web based 
reviews and such, to see if any SWLs or hams have had any bad 
experiences with it. 


I use AT&T's U-Verse service for my TV and internet and I'm very 
involved in a peer-to-peer forum about U-Verse. I did find it odd that 
a potential customer who could not get U-Verse said "I guess that I 
will contact my power company to see if I can get the internet through 
them. :0 Wonder if they rolling out BPL on the down-low? 73, (Dave in

HI-SPEED POWER LINE ADAPTORS 


In the UK it has been found that new Power Line Adaptors (PLA, PLT), 
used for Home Networking, can cause interference right across the 
spectrum up to as high as 370 MHz. 


Results from tests carried out on these devices are now available on 
the web. It appears the interference from these devices covers the 
Amateur Radio 50, 70 and 144 MHz bands as well as the DAB and VHF FM 
Broadcast bands.

DC DXING OPTION 


In our attempts to create ever-quieter conditions for DXing, I came 
across a great idea that I don't believe anyone has ever explored, at 
least on the radio side of things. 


I'm a private pilot. All aircraft licensed in Canada, and I'm sure 
elsewhere, have to carry an ELT, that is, an electronic locator 
beacon. The batteries for these things are not rechargeable, and by 
law, must be replaced every 24 months. They are then discarded. 


When I checked my local aviation electronics repair shop, which 
conveniently is right next to my flying club, the owner was more than 
happy to give me as many of these power supplies as I wanted, and 
he'll always have an endless supply. 


He showed me one. They are simply a bunch of Duracell D-cell alkaline 
batteries in a pretty flourescent orange plastic case. Now here's the 
best part: since the ELTs are never turned on, except to briefly test 
them a few times a year, they are basically fully charged and ready to 
go for uses outside of the ELT field. Seems like they're not allowed 


to re-use them for anything in the aviation world, so there they sat, 
perhaps a hundred of them. 


My mind immediately went to uses in the radio hobby, and specifically 
DC DXing. No need for expensive lead-acid batteries, etc. I originally 
wanted a few for use with my aviation GPS unit, to use without using 
the aircraft's electrical system. My friend who uses this method with 
his GPS has told me that he's used his for many many months, without 
needing a replacement, and all this for free! 


So, my advice is, call your local aviation electronics shop, and ask 
them whether they have any expired ELT batteries. I just bet that 
they'll be more than happy to part with them for a song! I'd be 
interested in knowing if anyone else has thought of this, and what 
their experiences were (Walt Salmaniw, Victoria, BC, March 31, dxldyg

TELEVISION RECEIVERS, COMPUTERS, ELECTRIC RAZORS, VACUUM CLEANERS, 
MICROWAVE OVENS, AND LED TRAFFIC SIGNALS. ANOTHER CONCERN OF 
CONTINUALLY INCREASING MAGNITUDE IS THE MEDIUM WAVE BROADCAST 
INTERFERENCE GENERATED BY THE NEW WAVE OF FLUORESCENT SCREW IN 
REPLACEMENTS FOR CONVENTIONAL INCANDESCENT LIGHT BULBS, WHICH BECAUSE 
OF THEIR SIGNIFICANTLY LONGER LIFE AND EXTREME EFFICIENCY ARE RAPIDLY 
GROWING IN FAVOR AMONG BUSINESSES AND HOME CONSUMERS ALIKE. THESE 
FACTORS SEVERELY LIMIT AM RADIO RECEPTION. BY TRANSLATING KDAE(AM) THE 
PUBLIC INTEREST WOULD BE SERVED. 


[I take issue with L-E-Ds causing interference. I find it a clean 
technology, and have used L-E-Ds in radios which have been modified in 
our shop here in Esko MN. Your comments are welcome.] (Bruce Elving, 
MN, April 2, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


It did say "LED TRAFFIC SIGNALS" and not simply LEDs. There are LED 
lighting systems that modulate LEDs by pulsed signals to control 
brightness, reduce heat and extend life. There are applications that 
may also control color, but I am not certain what technologies are 
used for various LED traffic signals. There also could be new 


technology being implemented for new traffic light systems that 
happens to be included with the new LED traffic lights which had not 
been previously used. So, there is plenty likelihood for a good basis 
of the claim before even researching the specifics of the claim based 
upon applications I have seen discussed in some technical journals 
that could relate to traffic lighting. 


Have you checked on technology used in LED traffic lighting? The 
Broca-Sulzer effect says the LED looks about twice as bright to the 
human eye when voltage is pulsed in comparison with an LED driven by a 
DC. 


"Based on an evaluation test using subjects, the group reported that a 
blue (464 nm) LED looks 1.5-1.9 times brighter, while green (520 nm) 
and red (633 nm) LEDs look 2.0-2.2 and 1.0-1.3 times brighter, 
respectively." 


Also, a pulsed LED can be driven to higher brightness for the same 
temperature limitation since it is not generating as much heat 
compared to one lighted continuously with DC. But, again, this is info 
about LEDs I just happen to know only a little bit about. 


For all I know, the traffic lights in that Texas town may operate on 
DC and not generate any RF hash for the LEDs or any other technology 
that particular LED traffic light systems uses (Alan Kilgore, CPBE, 
Chief Engineer, WRVM 102.7 FM, work phone 920-842-2900, ham callsign 
WB4THU, station web: http://www "dot" wrvm "dot" org/ personal web 
site: http://www "dot" ez-net "dot" com/~alankilgore/ ibid.)

Loads of unid stations, some with large frequency 
offsets, putting loud hets on their channels. A highlight was finding 
R. Catolica Nicaragua nearly alone on 720... here's a clip, recorded 
about half an hour ago:

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HIGHLIGHTS OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 29 MARCH - 04 APRIL 2010 


Solar activity has been at very low levels with isolated B-class 
flares. The SOHO/LASCO C2 imagery observed an uncorrelated CME on 30 
March off the southeast limb. The visible disk was populated with 
three sunspot groups during the period. Region 1057 (N15, L=324, 
class/area Dki/290 on 29 March) was the largest group but was ina 
gradual decay phase. Region 1059 (S23, L=265, class/area Hsx on 29 
March) produced the largest event, a long duration B7 flare on 
03/0954UTC which was associated with a halo CME. The plane-of-sky 
speed for this halo CME was estimated to be about 500 km/s. Region 
1060 (N24, L=176, class/area Dro/090 on 4 April) was numbered late 
in the period. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 
normal levels during 29 March-1 April. Flux levels increased to 
moderate levels on 2 April. A further increase to high flux levels 
occurred on 3-4 April. 


The Geomagnetic field was at quiet to unsettled levels for most of 
the period. Solar wind velocities rose from 345-559 km/s throughout 
the period. Before the rise in the solar wind speed, a solar sector 
boundary change was observed by the ACE spacecraft early on 31 
March. Brief active periods occurred during 28 March, 1-2 April, and 
4 April due to the elevated wind speeds. On 2 April, the ACE 
spacecraft observed a shock at 02/0635Z with wind speeds rising from 
435 to 540 km/s. The Boulder magnetometer measured a sudden impulse 
of 19 nT at 02/0721Z. These effects are most likely from the CME 
observed on 30 March off the southeast limb. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 07 APRIL - 03 MAY 2010 


Solar activity is expected to be at very low levels with a chance for 
C-class events during 07-14 April. As Region 1059 and new Region 

1061 (N14, L=232, class/area Dso/050 on 5 April) rotate off the 
visible disk, activity is expected to decrease to very low levels 

for the rest of the forecast period. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to be at very high levels on 7-8 April, high levels on 9-11 
April, moderate levels on 12-14 April, and normal levels the rest 
of the period. However, moderate to high flux levels are possible 
during 30 April- 3 May. 


The Geomagnetic field is expected to be at quiet to active levels 
with a slight chance for minor storming on 7-8 April due the waning 
effects of a CME and a coronal hole high speed stream. The 
geomagnetic field is expected to return to quiet levels for the 
remainder of the interval 9 April-3 May.

It's been dubbed the world's first halal online sex shop. But the man 
behind http://www.elasira.nl Abdelaziz Aouragh, is quick to stress 
that this is a "total misconception" put about by the media. He says 
it's a web shop - aimed at Muslim couples and coming from an Islamic 
perspective - that promotes sexual well-being. Sharia compliant. 


Listen to a Newsline interview with Mr Aouragh here [linked]: 


El Asira, or 'The Society', looks nothing like the kind of site 
regular visitors to internet sex shops might expect. The website's 
founder, 29-year-old Dutch national Abdelaziz Aouragh, likes to 
describe it as "elegant and chic". There's no nudity, and nothing 
sexual about the website's appearance. 


And there are different entrances to the site for men and women. Mr 
Aouragh even consulted a Muslim scholar before putting the website 
online to make sure every detail was permissible according to Islam. 
He hesitates to call the website ‘halal', but says that as a Muslim he 
wouldn't put anything on sale that he wasn't allowed to use himself. 


Sharia compliant 


"The important thing is that we try to be sharia compliant. You won't 
find any pornography or anything that comes close to it. You'll find 
there's a women's range, a men's range, sexuality and information, and 
you also have the possibility to ask questions concerning products, or 
concerning sexuality in Islam in a broader way. There's a large market 
for it, and it's probably also the first of its kind. So hopefully, 
insha'Allah, we are pioneers in what we're going to do." 


Visitors to the website finds pictures of bottled lubricants and oils, 
and jars of what claim to be powerful aphrodisiacs. But despite the 
absence of naked bodies or sex toys, the website is certainly hot when 
it comes to web traffic. When over a 100,000 web surfers tried to 
visit the site, El Asira went down within days. 


The response to the website from its Muslim visitors has been 
positive, says the site's founder - at least, when the initial 
hostility fanned by media reports died down. The change came as more 
people saw the site with their own eyes, he says, and found 
information on sexual health rather than sleaze, vibrators and porn. 


Quality aphrodisiacs 


El Asira might not be a sex shop, but it's a commercial site, selling 
products and services. The main items on sale promise to boost the 
customer's libido - quality aphrodisiacs, says Mr Aouragh, froma 
Swedish supplier. 


"The products actually contain biological herbs. And the herbs have 
been used for thousands of years as an aphrodisiac. But with modern 
technology, they've been altered to gain maximum pleasure and 
function." 


Alongside the natural aphrodisiacs, Mr Aouragh says he plans to add a 
range of lingerie to El Asira's collection. He's already negotiating 
with a "famous, award-winning lingerie designer" to create a line for 
the website. 


Taboo 


El Asira is based in the Netherlands, which with its thriving sex 
industry might seem a likely home for a sex website of any 
description. But for Muslims in more conservative parts of the Islamic 
world, one might think it would prove to be a step too far. Not so, 
according to Mr Aouragh. He says you'll find the products he sells on 
sale in Islam's holiest cities. Many non-Muslims assume sexuality is a 
taboo subject in Muslim families, but Mr Aouragh says that's far from 
the truth. In fact he claims the Islam has taught him a lot about the 
importance of a good sex life. What's more, he adds, Muslims living in 
the Middle East are much less prudish when it comes to sexuality 
compared to Muslims living in the in Europe. It's in the West that 
Muslim's have trouble finding answers to their questions about sex 
from an Islamic perspective. 


"The knowledge level in Mecca or Medina in Saudi Arabia is far higher 
than the knowledge level they have here in, for instance, Holland. If 
you have a crucial question concerning sexuality in the Middle East, 
it's very easy to go an ask it. It's not only Muslims who have 
difficulties talking about sexuality. If we take the major religions, 
Judaism, Christianity and Islam, you'll see that Islam is the broadest 
concerning sexuality." 


Mr Aouragh is keen to stress that his website is for anyone, not just 
for Muslims. And he has big plans for expansion beyond cyberspace. The 
location remains top secret, but in the next phase he plans to open a 
shop. Or in the language of the entrepreneur himself, a "sharia- 
compliant physical concept store".
